Carter, suid: "In the lost 10 years, 
not only have wc lost the momen- 
tum of earlier minority progress, 
we have suffered iicUnil • reversals 
in tho drive to achieve full equality 


for minority citizens."

maryuana use should be made legal. Ten years 
earlier,. N.ORC found that 31 percent favored legal- 
ization;TfaeresultTnrieHllttlcnicrosrsurvey'orga“ 
nizations. Gallup found in November that 17 per- 
cent of the public favors legalization, down from 28 
"percent in 1977. 

There’s even less support for legalizing &ore 
powerful drugs, ond only 6 percent of 1,603 adults 
interviewed in a Washington Post- ABC News Poll 
iii 1986 agreed that “all drugs ghould be made le- 
gal." 

Those attitudes probably will not change. Drugs 
and drug abuse aren’t issues like arms control or 
Nicaragua, where public ignorance and indiffer- 
ence produce .unstable attitudes that are easily 
moved by events or by the views of opinion leaders. 

Either through personal experience or by associa- 
tion with abusers, many Americans are intimately 

familiar with drugs and their effects.
